Balkan Allies Don’t Believe Dual 
Monarchy Will Fight---Austria 
Has Trouble at Home. 


London, December 15.—Dr. Daneff, 
head of the Bulgarian plenipotentiaries, 
returned to London from Paris late to- 
night, and the peace conference is ex- 
pected to open tomorrow at noon. Sir 
Edward Grey, the British secretary for 
foreign affairs, will~make a brief 
speech of welcome, and, after express- 
ing the hope of a fruitful end of their 
labors, he will retire and leave the con- 
ference to deliberate in private. 

The sessions will be held in the his- 
toric St. James palace, where the “pic- 
ture gallery” has been selected as the 
eenference , room. It is a secluded 
apartment, and entirely shut off from 
the noise of the London streets, 

The delegates spent a quiet day Sun- 
Gay. Nothing has transpired yet to 
show whether any serious difficulty is 
likely to arise over the attendance of 
the Greek delegates. 

Austre-Servian Controversy. 
Concerning the Austro-Servian con- 
troversy, the Balkan delegates think it 
the result of Austrian bluff. They say: 

“Vienna, having seen her traditional 
program of gradually extending 
through the Balkan states to Saloniki 
completely wrecked. has tried to coun- 
terbalance the bad effect it has had at 
home by clamoring that Albania must 
be autonomous, according to the 
Austro-Italian agreement concluded in 
1807. Therefore. neither Greece nor 
Servia can occupy the Albanian Adri- 


@tic coast much iess Servia, as Servia 
means Russio.” 

“What does Montenegro represent?” 
asked one of the def€gates laughingly, 
“with its ports at Antivari and Dul- 
cigno, to which Scutari will soon be 
added, it being no.mystery to any- 
body that ‘tte small kingdom can be 
considered almost as a Russian prov- 
ince and the Montenegrin army as a 
contingent of the Muscovite forces.”

A husband leaving 
home after breakfast can take his 
wife's ‘order for a fish for dinner, or 
anything she may want for her bill of 
fare, just so it can be sent in packages 
weighing no more than eleven pounds 
and not containing more than 72 inches 
in length and girdle.

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UNCONSCIOUS AT THE LAST 


Body Will Be Brought to the United 
States and Probably Interred 
at Sleepy Hollow.

Reid, the American 
Great Britain since 1905, died at. his 
London residence, Dorchester house, 
shortly afternoon today, from pulmon- 
ary oedema. The end was quite peace- 
ful. Mrs. Reid and their daughter, 
Mrs. John Hubert Ward, were at the 
bedside. 

The ambassador had been uncon- 


and at intervals during the previous 
twenty-four hours he had been slight- 
ly delirious, as a result of the drugs 
administereé to induce sleep. 
Statement by Physicians. ‘ 

Sir Thomas Bartow, physician to the 
king, who was called in last week, 
after Mr. Reid's illness became acute, 
and his regular physician, Dr. William 
Hale White, issued the following Dbul- 
letin as to the cause of death: 

“A fortnight ago the American am- 
bassador had a slight bronciial at- 
tack, similar to others which he had 
suffered at considerale intervals. On 
Wednesday last, asthma supervened, 
and the asthmatic paroxysms ecame 
severe, leading to extreme exhaustion. 

“It was noped that he might rally, 
as no pneumonic symptoms had ap- 
peared: With difficulty the paroxysms 
of asthma were got under control, but 
Sunday morning the exhaustion be- 
came extreme, and he died trom pul- 
monary oedema at 12:10 p. m.” — : 

The Hon. John Hubert Ward, who 
with his wife, had been at Dorchester 
house continually since the ambassa- 
dor’s condition became serious, noti- 
fied the staff of the embassy when 
the patient began to sink, and when 
death came-he sent word to the king

Reval Coulis aeaall 
equerry, Sir Harry Legge, to express 
the condolences of himself and the 
queen. During the afternoon messages 
conveying the warmest sympathy were 
received from the queen mother, Alex-

dor’s death or who had seen the flags 
at half-mast 
called at the embassy. 

A wireless message was also sent to 
Ogden Reid, son of the ambassador, 
who left New York yesterday in “the 
hope of reaching his father’s bedside 
before death. 

The body will be sent home and prob- 
ably will be interred in Sleepy Hollow, 
but the details will not be decided upon 
until some communication is received 
from Ogden Reid, and it is learned 
what action the British government 
may desire to take. Mrs. Reid hopes 
to sail on Saturday next, should her 
son reach England in time t0 accom- 
pany her, but in all probability the 
government wil] place a warship at the 
disposal of the family for the trans- 
port of the body of the ambassador to 
the United States. 

Memorial Service in Cath¢dral. 


There will also doubtless be a me- 
morial service in one of the great ca- 
thedrals in London, in addition to ser- 
vices in some small chapel for mem- 
bers of the family andthe staff of the 
embassy. This being Sunday, nothing 
will be done, but if Mrs. Reid has her 
way she will start for home at the 
earliest possible moment. 

While Mr. Heid’s cendition had been 

ious only since Thursday last, and 
he had seem contines to the house but 
for a fortnight, his illness really dates 
from his return from New York last 
February, after his visit there for the 
purpose of entertaining the duke and 
duchess of Connaught. On the voyage 
he contracted cold, to which he Was 
very emp oe and found great dif- 
ficulty in shaking it off. When he @id, 
he was for a time quite feeble. His 
friends noticed a great change. Still 
he insisted upon going to the embassy 
every day and carrying on his heavy 
correspondence both there and at home. 

However, Mr. Reid made a consider- 
able recovery, and during the Londo 
season, May, June and July, was active 
and, with Mrs. Reid, gave the usual 
entertainments for which they had 
made Dorehester house famous.

Even in the last week several small 
luncheons, which the ambassador and 
Mre. Reid were accustomed to give to 
American visitors, had been arranged, 
Just before his condition became sert- 
cus. These were canceled when he was 
attacked with asthma Wednesday. 

On Thursday the attacks became 
more-severe and Sir Thomas Bartow 
was summoned in consultation, and 
Dr. Rowlands was installed in the 
house, to be in constant attendance. 

The attack became even worse Fri- 
day and for a time it was believed the 
ambassador could not survive the 
night. He was greatly exhausted, but 
the attending physicians got the pa- 
roxysms under control and later held 
out hope for his recovery. Mr. Reid, 
however, did not regain his strength 
and on Sunday morning it Was seen 
that he was sinking. Mrs. Reid and 
Mre. Ward, who had been in constant 
attendance since his condition became 
serious, were summoned. He soon 
lapsed into unconsciousness, and lay 
quietly until the end came. 

Reid’s Career as Ambassador. 

Whitelaw Reid. who came to Eng- 
land in 1905, spent some busy years 
here. The diplomatic duties are not 
so heavy in London as at some posts, 
but socially the American ambassador 
is very much in demand and is more 
frequently called upon to. deliver 
speeches and addresses than the oth- 
er ambassadors. ' 

Mr. Reid gave much time’ to his ad- 
dresses, particularly those delivered at 
the university, and h'; work began 
long before other men in his position 
would be astir. He dictated to his sec- 
retary or wrote for several hours be- 
fore going to the embassy, where he 
was regular in attendance until illness 
overtook him, and there spent another 
three hours receiving visitors and at- 
tending to official correspondence. 
There were invariably engagements, 
official and unofficial, for the afternoon 
and entertainments for the evening, 
which made his day a full one. He 
was a member of several big clubs. 
These he very seldom visited, although 
a regular attendar.: at the meetings 
of the Roxborough, a club of book- 
lovers, on the Titmarch, a Thackeray 
club. 

In fact, until the last, he was very 
active in literary pursuits. One of the 
reasons he desired to give up the am- 
bassadorship ard return wome was that 
he might be «nabled to write his 
memoirs, for which he nad a mass of 
material, and which his friends con- 
tinually asked him t” give his time to. 

One of the last of the ambassador's 
letters was written Decem¥Wer 6.to Rob- 
ert Donald, editor of The Datly Chron 
icle and a member of the committee 
of the Anglo-American peace centen- 
ary. It begen: ; 

“T am finding once more this week 
that there is never a convenient mo- 
ment for being ill; but nothing has 
troubled me so much since the break- 
down three or four: weeks ago that 
followed my overwork in the autumn 
and early winter, as to learn now thit 
the physicians will not consent to my 
atteniine the public meeting at the 
mansion h»ovse to help inaugurate yor 
movement for celebrating the hun- 
dredth arniversary of peace between 
our two co.ntries. T especially wish to 
he present because I regard this as an 
event of enormous importance, and I 
think that failure to give it such a 
se lebration as shou d challenge the at- 
tentior of the whole world would be a 
crime.” 

After congratulating Mr. Decnald on 
his work and writings in behalf of the 
celebration. the letter continued: 

‘If I dared to premise to be pre3i:nt 
at the lord mayor's meeting I would, 
and if by the time it comes I can 
escape so far from the thralldom of 
the physicians, I surely shall be. 

“In the meantime, I hope that the 
work is in as forward and promising 
a state in my own country as here. I 
am sure that the centenary could not 
have come at a moment more helpful 
for the peace of the world.”

BY PARTY POLITICS" 


. Dr. Hugh Walker Declares Political 


Preaching Has Alienated 
Many * People. 


Too much party politics in the pul- 
pit, and too little of the teaching which 
will lead to the creation of a civic con- 
Science and to a higher state of so- 
Giety, was declared by Dr. Hugh K. 
Walker t> be alienating many persons 
from the church and causing much of 
the pessimism concerning the church 
which is a mark of modern society. 

“As ministers, we ought not to enter 
into party politics; as citizens, we may 
espouses any cause we deem righteous, 
and work for it to the best of our abil- 
ities,” he said. 

“Political preaching has alienated 
many people from the church, at a 
time when the church's efforts should 
be devoted to the creation of a civic 
conscience, and through this to stir 
individuals to do their duty in polit- 
feal questions. These problems should 
be worked out through the citizens, 
not made a matter of discussion in the 
pulpits.”’ 

Dr. Walker's statement came inci- 
dentally during the second point of 
his morning sermon at the First Pres- 
byterian church, “The Deeper Look and 
the Larger Hope.” It was a sermon of 
optimism,.in which he pleaded for the 
deeper look beneath the surface, neith- 
er shallow optimism, which recognizes 
no evil, nor pessimism, which looks for 
ro good. 

He took up the Balkan situation asa 
crisis in which Christianity was play- 
ing so large a part, and spoke of the 
recent address of the canon of West- 
minster Abbey, when he said that peace 
would be a matter of moments were 
Christendom not so divided smongz it- 
self. 

Last night Dr.-Walker preached the 
third of his series on the incarnation, 
“The Incarnation in Civilization and 
Commerce,’ which have been attract- 
ing much attention.

There are three fundamen- 
tal principles of the olive tree: First 
the idea of God; second, moral respon- 
stbility; third, redeeming power. On 
one or the other of these principles,

“Christianity and Judaism rest upon 
theism—a personal, holv, living God. 
They both teach a direct, personal re- 
sponsibility of every individual to the 
one infinite, personal Thus they 
provide a bagis for moral responsibili- 
ty in the jife of man. Both are build- 
ed about an altar and have as their 
crowning glory the grace of God in 
salvation over sin. The Messiah came 
into the world to unfold more fully 
these ideas.”

MAKE THE PISTOL A CANNON. 


The grand jury of Clarke county, sitting at Athens, makes a 
constructive contribution to the crusade against pistol-toting. It 
has recommended that at the forthcoming session of the legislature 
a law be enacted forbidding the manufacture or sale in Georgia of 
pistols with a barrel shorter than sixteen inches. 

The jurymen were led to this action by the tact that despite 
Judge C. H. Brand’s policy of imprisoning pistol-toters, their tribe 
and the crimes connected with violation of the law against concealed 
weapons had steadily increased. 

The Clarke solution, while only a palliative, looks in the right 
direction. Make it illegal to sell in Georgia weapons smaller than 
young artillery, and the practice of promiscuous gun-packing will 
dwindle perceptibly. The device would serve two purposes: It 
would expose to ridicule the man carrying a pistol, since its foot 
and a half presence could not very well be concealed; and the com- 
munity would be duly and constantly warned that it harbored a 


— 


potential murderer. 

An even more éffectual way to meet the problem is to prohibit, 
as The Constitution has previously suggested, the sale of weapons 
save by individual license, with a designated county official keeping 
a record of the persons thus privileged. The man or men having 
to show cause before being permitted to indulge in gun-carrying 
would think several times before thus publicly committing them- 
selves. 

Save in very rare instances, carrying of revolvefs is an anach- 
ronism in this day. Failure to realize and act upon that principle 
has cost lives innumerable, and robbed thousands of families of 


husbands, fathers and brothers. 

When the Georgia legislature wakes up to this fact and develops 
the spine to ignore constitutional quibbles, a statute with teeth in it 
will quickly enough become available. The forthcoming session has 
an excellent opportunity to give Georgia enviable distinction in this 


direction before the nation. ‘

Bakersfield, Cal. December 15.— 
Marvin W. Hamby, the 20-year-old ex- 
press messenger,

POINTS IN FISHER’S REPORT. 


Adoption of comprehensive water- 
ower policy for all streams in 
nited States. 


Compreliensive classification of 
public lands, and administration in 
accordance therewith. 


Enlarged application of leasing 
principle to the public domaih gen- 
erally. 

Amendment to mining law, giving 
prospector exclusive right for a 
term of years of possession and 
prospecting within limited area.

Washington, December 15.—A defi- 
nite and comprehensive water-power 
policy for streams upon the public do- 
main, and navigable streams not on 
the public domain, is urged by the 
Secretary of the Interior, Walter L 
Fisher, as the most important sub- 
ject pending before comgress and the 
country, in his annual report submit- 
ted today to President Taft. 

Other legislation which Secretary 
Fisher recommends as important to 
the welfare of the country embodies 
an enlarged application of the leasing 
principle as applied to the public do- 
main in general; a comprehensive 
leasing law for coal, oi] and other min- 
eral lands; and laws providing for the 
classification of public lands, accord- 
ing to their respective characteristic 
and appropriate uses and adminis- 
tration in accordance therewith. Sec- 
retary Fisher also declares in favor 
of legislation for the devélopment of 
the transportation facilities and the 
coal lands of Alaska, and for the with- 
drawal from entry of public lands in 
the west, needed to conserve the water 


supply at the sources of streams. He 
recommends the retirement and pen- 
sioning of the civil employees of the 
government. Most of his recommen- 
dations are in renewal and emphasis 
of those made in his previous annual 
report. 

Electric Energy for Community. 

As to a water-power policy, he says 
that it must be made “certain that 
those who receive special privileges 
connected with water-power develop- 


present laws or lack of laws with re- 
gard to other parts of the public do- 
main, especially our timber lands, our 
Sra:ing lands, our waterpower and 
“ergot oe and a eget 
ng coai, 0 gas, asp potash, ni- 
trates and phosphates.” 

_ Secretary Fisher recomemnds the 
“adoption of constructive legislation 
with respect tc waterpower 4evelop- 
ment and the control and the com- 
prehensive application of the leasing 
system to the development of our y7 ub- 
lic coal, ofl, gas, asphalt, nitrate, pot- 
ash and phosphate lands, with appro- 
priate provision for the protection of 
prospectors during a reasonable ex- 
Ploration period preliminary to the 
leasing of the land.” He pvints to the 
fact that in the Appalachian mous- 
tains the national forest reservation 
commission is now buying lands upon 
which timber can be raised, but not 
good for agricultural purposes, for 
conserving the waters at the heads of 
navigable streams. 

“lt is inexecusable,” he declares, “to 
permit public lands of this character 
to be acquired now by private inter- 
ests, when we are spending public 
moneys to buy just such lands else- 
where and may have to repurchase in 
the future the very lands from which 
the government.is now parting.” 


To Pretect Headwaters. 


There are public lands in the west 
in a similar situation to those now 
being bought in the east, he adds, and 
these “should be retained by the gov- 
ernment in order that the streams 
whose headwatcrs they protect may 
be made as useful as possible. I am 
informed that there exist areas of 
public lands on the headwaters of 
streams in the west, and particularly 
in the arid southwest, which should 
be withdrawn from entry because if 
their acquisition hy private interests 
is permitted the usuai destructive ef- 
fects will follow. It is not proposed 
to include lands whose value for other 
perposcs is greater than their value 
the communitv for stream protet- 
tion.” 

As to homestead law legislation, the 
secretary says he is still of the same 
opinion, in spite of a somewhat dif- 
ferent law passed last June, that “thé 
homestead settler should be excused 
from the necessity of residing upon 
his land during the first two years 
after entry, provided he substituted 
for residence during that period the 
improvement and cultivation of a sub- 
stantial portion of the ground.” The 
law passed, he says, is being adminis- 
tered to encourage as much as possi- 
ble the bona fide settler.

“We must make certain,” he con- 
tinues, “that the electric energy thus 
created shall be made available to the 
community in appropriate ways, at 
appropriate prices. If it is not to be 
used for the benefit of the community, 


private purposes and personal advan- 
tage of the permittee, some method 
must be found by which the public 
will- receive its share of the profits 
which the permittee may make over 
and above that which is a necessary 
and reasonable inducement for his in- | 
vestment.” 
The present law, he asserts, “neither | 
promotes development nor protects the . 
public interest in an effective man- | 
ner,” and he attributes this princti- | 
pally to the fact that a permit is} 
“revocable at any time, and without | 
specific reason.” He calls it a “se- 
rious and unjustifiable obstacle to the 
development and utilization of one of | 
the nation’s greatest natural re-| 
sources.” He declares that conditions 
and limitations should be defined by 
statute, on which permits should be 
issued, and only for breach of which 
they should be cancelled. 


Federal v. State Cortrol. — 


As to federal as against state con- 
trol of water-power concessions on 
streams which are not navigable, the 
secretary says: 

“The suggestion is made frequently 
by those who are in one way or an- 
other representing either present or 
future investment in water-power de- 
velopment that such power sites and 
their control should be turned over 
to the respective states in which they 
are located. It is interesting to note, 
however, that the ordinary citizens of 
these states are not at all concerned 
over the federal usurpation or unjust 
treatment. 

“They suspect that the real purpose 
of those who urge the turning over 
of the federal domain to the states 
is that they may escape the longer 
and the stronger arm of the federal 
government and may take advantage 
of the more limited resources and 
governmental facilities of the indi- 
vidual states. 

“While some _ states undoubtedly 
have wisely conserved certain vf the 
lands and natural resources turned 
over to them by the nation, the story 
has too often been the acquisition 
of these lands and resources by spe- 
cial interests or individuals without 
adequate recognition of the public in- 
terest. There is no policy which it 
would be wise for any state to adopt 
with respect to these matters in the 
adoption and enforcement of which it 
cannot be supplemented and assisted, 
rather than retarded, by the retention 
in federal lands of the powers and 
the property now held by the nation. 
It is precisely this policy of practical 
co-operation which should be putjinto 
effect. There is no real conflict be- 
tween the nation and the states upon 
the subject. 

“In general all of the streams which 
are susceptible of water-power devei- 
opment are also of great importance 
for domestic use, for irrigation and 
for navigation. All of them depend 
to some degree upon protection and 
aid of some kind and from some 
source for one or more of these uses 
Increasingly that source tends to be 
the nation and not the states. 

“Some of the individual states are 
developing effective policies of water 
conservation, but it is the federal gov- 
ernment after all which is called upcn 
to make the chief expenditures fer ths 
development of navigation and for the 
protection of the forest cover around 
the sources and along the watersheds | 
of both navigable and non-navigabls 
streams.”

POINTS IN NAGEL’S REPORT. 


Powers of the proposed commis- 
sion to regulate big business should 
be well defined and restricted. 


Opposes giving such commission 
authority Talat to that of inter- 
state commerce commission. It 
should not be empowered to fix 
prices. 


Self-regulation of business, to 
greatest extent consistent with pub- 
lic welfare, should be guiding prin- 
ciple of legislatiov.

Washington, December 15.—Charles 
Nagel, secretary of commerce and la- 
bor, would sharply define and restrict 
the powers and discretion of the pro- 
posed federal commission to regulate 
industrial corporations. In his annual 
report submitted to President Taft to- 
day, the secretary opposes the endow- 
ment of such a commission, if finally 
created by congress, with far-reaching 
powers equal to those exercised by the 
interstate commerce commission over 
railroads. He disapproves the sugges- 
tion that the commission have author- 
ity to fix prices of commodities. 

Epitomizing his doctrine for govern- 
mental supervision of business, Mr. 
Nagel says: 

“Instead of pressing federal regula- 
tion as far as possible, the real desid- 
eratum in legislation affecting the 
country’s business should be to pre- 
serve, to the greatest extent consistent 
with the public welfare, the element of 
self-regulation. The effort should be to 
lay down principles of conduct suffi- 
clently specific to impose desired re- 
straints, at the same time leaving a 
wide field for individual achievement. 

“Tf such a trade commission ts well 
defined.” he secretary says, “it may 
serve thé general purpose of giving 
large industrial and commercial c6n- 
cerns much-needed federal authority 
and control. It is possible by lodging 
in the commission well-defined discre- 
tion an intelligent purpose may be 
served. But the obvious danger is that 
euch a commission, once created, will 
soon be_ vested with further “powers. 
The disposition will undoubtedly be to 
give it authcrity to fix prices and con- 
ditions of operation, similar to that 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission now exercises with respect to 
railroads. ard their rates. Ir: other 
words, there is a strong tendency to 
disregard the fundamental distinction 
between a public carrier and a private 
enterprise.” 

Powers Should Be Restricted, 

At the outset at least, in the judg- 
ment of Mr. Nagel, the general powers 
and the degree of discretion of the 
commission should be carefully re- 
stricted. 

To make more effective the work of 
the bureau of corporations and pave 
the way for constructive legislation 
regulating business, the secretary 
urges that congress provide for’ the 
automatic submission by corporations 
engaged in interstate trade of certain 
fundamenial data, such as facts relat- 
ing to capitalization. property, bust- 
ness, investment, profits. officers, di- 
rectors and controlling interests. Such 
information, subject to due protection 
against unnecessarily disclosing mat- 
ters of no real public concern, adds the 
secretary, would permit more prompt

Mr. Nag<l believcs the bureau of cor- 
porations should act in an advisory ca- 
pacity to the federal courts in formu- 
lating plans of reorganization of cor- 
porations found to be in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, because, 
he says, the questions involved in re- 
storing competition in a great business 
depend as much upon intimate knowl- 
edge of conditions in an industry as 
upon questions of law. Although he 
thinks the bureau already has author- 
ity to render this assistance, he sug- 
gests that it be specifically authorized 
by statute. 

In connection with the awakening of 
the world by the Titanic disaster to 
the urgency of greater safeguards of 
life at sea. Mr. Nagel indorses’ the 
proposition to hold an_ international 
conference, and calls attention to the 
need of laws governing personnel of 
crews with a view to better guaranty 
of the fitness of men so employed. 

The interest of the United States in 
this subject is keener than any other 
country in the world, not excluding 
Great Britain and Germany, the secre- 
tary points out, because 2,000,000 per- 
sons annually cross the ocean to or 
from this country. 

A year’s Operation of the act of Au- 
gust 13 last requiring the licensing of 
all wireless apparatus will demon- 
strate, in the judgment of Secretary 
Nagel, whether in this country, as 
abroad, the government should take 
over all seacoast wireless stations and 
operate them jointly for public and 
commercial purposes. 

For Board of Conciliation. 


A board of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion to take the place of the pro- 
visions of the Erdman act for the 
settlement of disputes between rail- 
roads and their employees is suggested 
by Mr. Nagel. The secretary points out 
that as Dr. Charles P. Neill, commis- 
sioner of labor, and Judge Knapp, of 
the commerce eourt, who constitute a 
board of mediation under the Erdman 
act, will in time have to retire, there 
is danger “that, with the retirement of 
one or both, the advantage of the very 
admirable system which they have 
built up may be lost.” 

Immigration port conditions, espe- 
cially at New York, where the quar- 
ters are declared inadequate, are still 


says the secretary, in 
the 


unsatisfactory, 
urging larger appropriations for 
service. 

One feature of the secretary's report 
indicates that some American citizens 
who formed part of the great emigra- 
tion to Canada during recent years are 
probably contemplating returning. 
Many of them are applying, the secre- 
tary says, for the bulletins issued by 
the division of information of his de- 
partment setting forth the labor needs, 
and small investment opportunities in 
the United States, especially in the 
agricultural districts. 

During the fiscal year 1912, there 
were admitted to the United States 
838,172 immigrant aliens, a decrease of 
40,415 as compared with the previous 
year. On the other hand, 333,262 emi- 
grant aliens departed, an increase of 
37.596 over 1911. Of the 1912 immi- 
grants more than 14 years of age, 
about 24.5 per cent were illiterate, the 
same percentage as 1911. Southern and 
eastern Europe still continues to sup- 
ply the greatest proportion of immi- 
grants to the United States. Nearly 
70,000 aliens were naturalized during 
the fiscal year. 

The arrangement with Japan govern- 
ing the admission of Japanese and 
Koreans t» the United States is givinzs 
satisfactory results, the  secretarv 
says. During the last fiscal year, 5,558 
Japanese were admitted to this coun- 
try proper and 3,231 to Hawali. The 
department admitted §,374 Chinese 
during the same period. 

Secretary Nagel asks that congress 
repeal the provision of the recent fur 
seal law imposing a closed season in 
Alaska for five years. Two of the na- 
tions which signed the fur seals treaty 
with the United States, he says, have 
expressed dissatisfaction, as the law is 
a substantial repudiation by this gov- 
ernment of the position it has main- 
tained for twenty-five years that the 
depletion of the herds was attribut- 
able to pelagic sealing, and in no 
measure to tand killing.

WOMER WILL MARC 


Suffragettes to Walk From New York | 


to Albany to Present Petition 
to Governor Sulzer. 


New York, December 15.—‘Votes for 
women, votes for women, votes for 
women. Albany! Albany. Sulzer!” 

This is the slogan adopted today by 
the suffragettes who will tomorrew be-, 
gin a two weeks’ walk to the state 
capital to deliver to Governor Sulzer, 
on his inauguration day, a message for 
the cause of women suffrage. 

About twenty-five womeg answered 
the call of the suffragette leaders to 
rally at the headquarters of the New 
York State Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation this afternoon and gave final 
answer as to whether they would un- 
dertake the 140-mile December pil- 
grimage. Each woman received a Knap- 
sack and a birch-rod staff, and was 
advised to start with “light marching 
equipment”’—sweaters instead of fur 
coats, short skirts and stout walking 
boots. 

Martial inspiration for the marchers 
will be furnished by one of the num- 
ber, who will carry a drum, while the 
pangs of hunger will be relieved by 
supplies of peanuts, sweet chocolate 
and sandwiches to be carried in an au- 
tomobile, which will also carry bag- 
gage and medical supplies. 

To signify, however, that the spirit 
of the expedition is not militant, Mrs. 
Oliver Schultze, riding ahead in anoth- 
er automobile, will act as “peace 
scout,” and by releasing doves will 
herald the approach of the pilgrims as 
they near each town. 

Miss Rosalie Gardner Jones, a 
wealthy Long Island woman, will act 
as com.mander-in-chief of the expedi- 
tion, and, with at least six other wom- 
en, will march the entire distance. The 
message, which is scrolled on parch- 
ment, will be signed by suffragette 
leaders in the various towns.
